This condition «f the market will probably
not remain for amy length of tlime. The cold
weather will goon bring on an Increased demand.
Hesides this it s suppossd that the foroaces
thronghout the country will soon all b ruoning
to their full capacity, and that a larger quantity
than usual wiil be ueed in the iron manufactare,

The effect of the war In Kurope, If long con-
tinued, will probably be favorabie to the trade,
but thue far it has boen, If anything, rather de-
preseing. In one thing it bas suffered toaslight
degree by the copfliel, namely, by Lhe with-
drawal o1 orders for the German traosatisntic
steamers, which were of quite heavy fignres.
But this effect hao been more felt in New York
than at this port.

The condition of the co:l recion since the re-
sumption is reported ag improving, Passeager
travel by the Reading Rallroad, which had teen

onsiderably lessened during the sirike, 18 now
increasing.  Tourlste and pleasure-seekers,
who before were shy of the localliy, are now

A despateh which we pablish to-day annonnces
that the Council of War at Parie, as a defensive
measure, has ordered the partial destruction of the
Bols de Boulogne. This famous park 18 one of the
great arractions of Parls, and its destractlon shows
now immineut the danger to the French capital
must be. The Bois de Boulogne 8 about two
miles to the north of Parls, opposite to St Clond,
and {8 situated upon a peninsula formed at that
point by a bend of the river Selpe. 1t was in old
Limes the hunting-ground of the French Kings, and
it began to be popular as i fashionable place of re-
gort in the eighteenth century. In it was situated
the abbey of Lopgchamps, where a choir of nuns
attracted the attention of lovera of music, particu-
larly during Passion week, when what was called
the Longchamp's pligrimage was made. This was
interrupted by the revolution, but after the eigh-
teenth Brumaire the place was again a favorite
walk and drive.
